WHAT 
has 
happened 
lately at the 
Brew Mer Aeronautical C orporations plants 
at Long Island City, N. Y., and Johnsville, 
Pa . indicates th at a war contract term i­ 
nation case was handled precipitously and 
badly by the Navy departm ent and gives 
warning that steps must be hastened in 
behalf of justice for both workers and 
m anagem ent and toward 
prevention 
of 
creating a lot of costly and unnecessary 
“m ade” work in such cases. 
Because fighter-plane production was 
exceeding strategic requirem ents, the navy 
cancelled its contract for the production of 
Cor airs- at the Brewster plant. 
T hirty- 
day notice, as required by law, was given 
the corporation but it seem s that the work­ 
ers were left high and dry. 
Hence they 
staged a " sit-in’’ dem onstration 
in 
the 
nature of a sitdown strike In reverse. They 
rem ained in the plant clam oring for work. 
Pressure was put on the W hite House 
by the C. I. O. union and President R oose­ 
velt instructed the Navy departm ent and 
other federal agnecies to look for other 
work tha* 
m ight be given the Brewster 
plants 
'Phis gives hint of a possible pat­ 
tern resulting injurously to the national 
econom y, nam ely, th at sim ilar pressures 
may be put on Congress and the W hite 
House in other war contract term ination 
cases to provide 
made'’ work at other 
plants. 
But Bernard M 
Baruch foresaw just 
such situations and the Baruch-H ancock 
report laid down a formula for dealing with 
them wisely and econom ically. 
Here is 
w hat would have happened in the Brewster 
c a f had that form ula been followed: 
The navy and other agencies would 
have explored all possibilities of other gov­ 
ernm ent work for the plants before—not 
after- the Corsair contracts were cancelled. 
If no other governm ent work was found 
available, the governm ent would have told 
workers and 
public "fully and 
frankly" 
w hat problems were involved and why the 
co n tra cts must be cancelled, thus, as the 
B aruch-Hancock report .says, providing an 
“im portant defense ’ against pressures for 
unnecessary production of war m aterials. 
Brewster would have been assured of 
prompt payment of money due it from the 
governm ent, and would have been encour­ 
aged to convert the plant 
.swiftly for pro­ 
duction of needed civilian goods to the 
fullest extent possible without interfering 
w i'h the war. 
And therp are now large 
surpluses of m any m aterials that m ight 
be used in producing civilian goods. 
U nfortunately, Congress has been no­ 
toriously slow about enacting legislation 
on 
term ination of war contracts. 
Thp 
Senate passed a bill * G eorge-Murray! May 
4 and two bills have been reported to the 
House by com m ittees, but the Rules com ­ 
m ittee there will not let any of the bills 
com e up on the floor until the Judiciary 
com m ittee has studied them and reported 
on them. 
The Judiciary com m ittee may 
take its good tim e on the subject and w hat­ 
ever bill Is passed by the House will differ 
from the Senate bill and an agreem ent 
will not likely be achieved before Congress 
recesses probably until Labor day. 
The Brewster incident provides a w arn­ 
ing which should be heeded before it is too 
late as our enormous arms production has

World Association 


Plan Is Indefinite, 


Mark Sullivan Says

Mr Roosevelt's remarks—his ans­ 
wers to questions and his volunteer­ 
ed com m ents—were based on an an­ 
nouncement that had been given out 
a few hours before The American 
government has prepared a tenta­ 
tive draft of a proposal for an 
international association. 
To dis­ 
cuss this draft, the American gov­ 
ernment has Invited 
Britain and 
Russia to send representatives to 
Washington. 
That is all that is definite. And 
the whole tenor, the careful pur­ 
pose, of what Mr, Roosevelt said 
was to keep definiteness confined to 
just that much. That is all there is, 
there isn t any more. 


Informality Stressed 


Over and over Mr Roosevelt em ­ 
phasized that what has been done 
so far is tentative, just a draft. And 
the coming meeting to consider the 
draft is to be strictly informal. It 
is not even to be a ‘ conference.’’ 
Mr 
Roosevelt emphasized that he 
had said nothing about any “con­ 
ference." The newsmen should not 
use that word—it is to be just a 
conversation, a talk When will this 
conversation take place- before or 
after the end of the war? 
Mr. 
Roosevelt replied with a question 
of his ow n—what difference does 
that make? 
Skillfully. Mr. 
Roosevelt eluded 
the 
newsmen's quest 
for specific 
details that might yield a headline. 
To discuss what may be done at 
the coming meeting—so Mr Roose­ 
velt said— would be as futile as to 
discuss what color of neckties the 
representatives may wear. Conspicu­ 
ously counter to his usual pleasure 
in giving the newsmen something 
dramatic, and his own pleasure in 
the dramatic—he now devoted all 
his press conference art to making 
the American postwar proposal un­ 
dramatic. And always he was inde­ 
finite—definitely indefinite

This calculated indefiniteness may 
have a double reason Mr. Roosevelt, 
with Secretary Huh. is attempting 
one of the most difficult tasks that 
any statesman ever faced—to }>er- 
suade and pilot their country into 
an international association Former 
statesmen, in many countries, who 
attempted such a project, on the 
acale here 
proposed, have 
failed. 
Further, Mr. Roosevelt must make 
the attempt under a handicap of 
tim ing—during a presidential cam­ 
paign in which presumably he will 
be one of the candidates. 
This creates a danger that the 
proposed association may become a 
partisan issue in the coming cam ­ 
paign. The danger may be avert d 
by not setting up concrete details,

Real Story In China. 


The meaning of all this to the 
American people is that the Jap­ 
anese have gained considerable time 
for their new offensives, and that 
while much comfort has been de­ 
rived in tile United States from the 
splendid successes of our navy in 
the Pacific, this has been only one 
side of the picture. The real story 
of tile Japanese-American war will 
be told on the plains of China It 
is from there that the first steps to 
victory are feasible 
because only 
when airplanes can be based 
in 
China in sufficient numbers and 
with sufficient fuel to bomb Japan 
can any real dent be made on the 
Japanese mainland. 
The Chinese need supplies and 
equipment. Tile 
Allies 
have 
had 
more than two years in which to 
open up roads into China. One way 
to reach China was through Burma. 
The Allies have fumbled that op­ 
portunity. 
Some day. the true story of what 
has been going on inside the Allied 
councils concerning the Burifia cam­ 
paign will be told It will not be a 
pleasant story. It will be one in 
which shifts of plan occurred and 
one in which support for the Burma 
front from Britain was not forth­ 
coming as China had every reason 
to expect it would be 


Monsoon a Time Gainer 


Now the monsoon season is ap­ 
proaching and the Japanese know 
that Burma cannot be captured by 
the Allies. This means that the time 
is particularly good for a new' of­ 
fensive by Japan in China because 
reinforcements can come in only by 
air from Burma, and this is a mere 
trickle. 
The discouraging part of the sit­ 
uation is that the United States 
Navy has made such 
remarkable 
progress In approaching Japanese- 
held areas from the Pacific side, but

from the China or Burma side 
The excuse given, of course, is 
that there was not enough material 
to go around and that the Euro­ 
pean theater had to be given fti.st 
consideration.
